State To Survey 
56-104 Crossing 


An investigation and traffic sur­ 
vey of the intersection of Routes 
56 and 104, four miles west of Cir­ 
cleville, will be made im m ediate­ 
ly. 
This promise was made by 
George W. Alsdorf, division en­ 
gineer for the Ohio Departm ent 
of Highways, in a letter to Ed 
Wallace, 
state 
representative 
from Pickaway County. The in­ 
tersection was the scene of five 
fatalities in less than a month 
recently. 
Wallace had requested a blinker 
light be put at the intersection, 
similar to the blinkers at the inter­ 
sections of Route 56-159 and 22-104. 
Wallace pointed out that since those 
safeguards were erected, accidents 
there have been sharply reduced. 
Alsdorf’s letter to Wallace reads: 
* * * 
“ I AM IN receipt of your letter 
of July 8 concerning the intersec­ 
tion of State Route 56 and State 
Route 104 in your county. 
“We appreciate your interest in 
the problems that constantly pre­ 
sent themselves on your State High­ 
way systems and also your letter 
concerning this particular location. 
“ As you probably know this in­ 
tersection is very well treated at 
the present time as far as signs 
are concerned, however we are 
making an investigation and su r­ 
vey immediately to determine if 
additional 
treatment 
is 
neces­ 
sary. 
“ It is most unfortunate that the 
two serious accidents have occur­ 
red at this location which we most 
sincerely regret. 
“We wish to thank you for your 
cooperation 
and will appreciate 
your suggestions at any time con­ 
cerning our traffic problems.” 
* * * 
WALLACE, in his letter, said: 
“ In May 1953, I asked you to 
make a survey in regards to tra f­ 


fic accidents on Routes 56 and 159; 
you had installed a two-way flash­ 
er signal the sam e as on Routes 
22 and 104. Since the above were 
erected, the accidents have been 
reduced and we seldom have an ac­ 
cident at either corner. 
“We have another very danger­ 
ous corner, Routes 104 and 56. In 
the first part of June, two people 
from Texas were killed, and on 
July 4, three more were killed 
and several injured. Will you 
please make a survey and if pos­ 
sible erect the same type of flash­ 
er signal that you have at the 
two above corners? 
“I believe this will take pretty 
good care of Pickaway County.” 
In past years, the 56-104 inter­ 
section had been the scene of num­ 
erous traffic accidents, according 
to the sheriff’s departm ent here. 
A few years ago, stop signs were 
taken off Route 104 and placed on 
Route 56. Since then, the sheriff’s 
department notes, there has been 
only one minor property damage 
mishap at the intersection prior to 
the two fatal crashes. 
* * * 
BOTH 
RECENT 
crashes 
bore 
ironical similarities, according to 
reports. Both were apparently caus­ 
ed when one car failed to stop for 
the stop sign on Route 
56 
and 
crashed into a car traveling 
on 
Route 104. 
Ironically, the second car to pass 
the stop sign did so on the opposite 
approach on Route 56 from the 
first one. Also, the cars traveling 
on Route 104 were going in exactly 
the opposite directions 
in each 
crash. 
The five recenf traffic deaths 
raised the county’s 1955 total to 13, 
only one less than the entire total 
for 1954. And. statistics from the 
sheriff’s departm ent show that Aug­ 
ust and September are usually the 
highest accident months.

The next few months may be a 
critical period for the oak wilt dis­ 
ease in Ohio. 
Plant pathologists at the Ohio 
Agricultural 
Experiment 
Station 
at Wooster say that continued nor­ 
mal rainfall would set up condi­ 
tions favorable for wider spread of 
oak wilt. On the other hand, hot, j 
dry weather will retard it. 
The reason for this is that an 
oak wilt fungus needs moisture 
to survive, according to special­ 
ist George J. Bart. 
Ordinarily 
found in the water vessels of a 
tree, the oak wilt fungus grows 
out in scattered areas between 
the wood and bark of the trunk 
and heavy branches. If enough 
moisture is present, the fungus 
forms a thick mat-like s h a p e 
that produces millions of spores. 
That m at can cause a pressure 
strong enough to crack the bark. 
Since the fungus m at has a pe­ 
culiar fruit-like odor, it attracts 
many different types of insects 
which in turn can spread the dis­ 
ease by carrying disease spores to 
wounds of healthy trees. In about 
three or four weeks the sap wood 
becomes plugged and soon after­ 
w ards the typical twig dying and 
leaf fall occur. These symptoms 
are probably the surest way of de­ 
term ining oak wilt in the field. 
Station plant pathologists urge 
ail Ohioans to watch 
for dis­ 
eased trees. If oak wilt hits one 
tree in a woodlot, others will no 
doubt become 
infected 
unless 
some control effort is m ade. 
When a person suspects a tree 
has oak wilt, he can cooperate by 
sending six half-inch twig samples 
from a diseased branch to t h e 
plant pathology department, Ohio 
Agricultural Experiment Station, 
Wooster. Here it will be analyzed 
for presence of oak wilt fungus. 
The twigs should be taken from dy­ 
ing or wilting b r a n c h e s and 
wrapped in waxed paper to pre­ 
vent drying. 
A number of state agencies are 
making an all-out effort to control 
oak wilt disease in Ohio. One 
method is to cut down the dis­ 
eased tree soon after it is found, 
and then either splitting the logs 
or propping them off the ground. 
This is im portant so that the wood 
dries out rapidly, thus retarding 
fungus growth. Deep girdling into 
tha w ater vessels of the tree also 
reduces the moisture content be­ 
low that necessary for the fungus 
to live. 
During the past two years, 
there has been a general decline 


of new oak wilt outbreaks 
in 
Ohio compared to the 
number 
reported in 1952. However, the 
return to normal rainfall last 
autumn set up conditions favor­ 
able for the wilt organism 
to 
again reproduce itself. 
To date, the disease has been 
reported in 18 states, 
most of 
which are in the north central re­ 
gion. Authorities believe the m ar­ 
gin between saving our oaks and 
losing them is extrem ely narrow. 
Under conditions favorable to the 
fungus and the insects that carry 
the disease, the oak wilt threat 
could suddenly become more men­ 
acing.

Sumpter seeding of legumes or

That is particularly true where 
the season is long enough to al­ 
low roots and tops time to make 
thick, husky growth. 
Some agronomists say best re­ 
sults come when there is at least 
six weeks of frost-free

weather following grain harvest. 
The soils men stress this point, 
too: You have to feed the leg­ 
umes to get high, profit-building 
yields. Legumes have a hearty 
appetite for phosphate and pot­ 
ash. So it is wise to follow col­ 
lege recommendations for ferti­ 
lizer 
carrying 
these 
nutrients 
and to add lime, too, if needed. 
Many farm ers have found they 
can establish thrifty legume stands 
by adding plant food via the band 
seeding method and by applying 
additional amounts of phosphate- 
potash fertilizer to build the soil s 
overall fertility reserves. 
Band seeding places practically 
all the legume and grass s e e d 
about one-quarter to one-half inch 
deep in the soil and about an inch 
above a band of fertilizer. In this 
way, the seedling roots are within 
quick and easy reach of nutrient 
supplies when they need them 
most. 
This helps get the young plants 
off to a quick, vigorous start and 
gives them the jump on 
weeds. 
Then when the roots grow bigger

But, it seems, they didn't. 
They had since May IO to get 
ready for their opening session 
with the Russians yesterday. It 
was on May IO they invited the 
Russians to a meeting. Now, after 
the first day, the Americans are 
openly surprised and unhappy over 
what 
French 
Prime 
Minister 
Faure suggested. 
The Americans 
made it plain 
VJlhey had not agreed ahead of time 
on what Faure said and that they 
were afraid the Russians might 
seize on his proposals, or some of 
them, to the disadvantage of the 
West. 
They 
guessed 
right. 
Russian 
Prim e Minister Bulganin, the last 
speaker of the day, altered his 
prepared statem ent to comment on 
what Faure had said. 
President Eisenhower, Britain’s 
▼rime Minister Eden and Faure 
arrived in Geneva Saturday and 
lunched 
together 
Sunday. 
They 
outlined their opening speeches to 
one another in a general way—but 
not in detail. 
Even so the three Western for­ 
eign ministers and staffs had since 
early May to work out and agree 
on 
precisely 
what 
Eisenhower, 
Eden and Faure would say to ex­ 
press Allied policy. 
Apparently 
precise 
spadework 
wasn’t done or else Faure came 
up with his own ideas at the last 
minute. One French source at Gen­ 
eva attributed what Faure said to 
a dash of daring in his makeup. 
If it was not just daring 
but 
*pure-of-the-moment 
thinking 
by 
the Frenchmen, then in one of the 
most importannt conferences in re­ 
cent world history. Faure seems to 
J>e depending on inspiration or in­ 
tu itio n instead of careful prepara­ 
tion. 
Among other things Faure sug­ 
gested a disarm am ent program in 
which the United States, Britain, 
France and Russia would be able 
to keep a clamp on arms through 
controls on how much they spend 
on arms. 
Since the American, British and 
French 
budgets 
are 
submitted 
openly to democratic parliaments 
t o r public debate, and the Rus­ 
sians can do as they please about 
making public or keeping secret 
the money they spend on arms, 
this hardly appears to be a fool­ 
proof system. 
That the Russians seized on it 
was clear from Bulganin’s inser­ 
tion of this sentence in his state­ 
ment: 
“We are of the opinion that 
these considerations (F aure’s pro­ 
p o s a ls ) are of interest and worthy 
of careful examination.” 
Eisenhower mentioned the de­ 
sirability of disarm am ent but sug­ 
gested controlling it through an

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THE ROAD DISPUTE 
WITH 50 PER CENT more automobiles 
in operation than IO years ago, and in­ 
crease in total surfaced road mileage in 
the same period 25 per cent, the argument 
continues in Congress over where to con­ 
struct more roads and how to pay for 
them. 
The President proposes a $99 billion pro­ 
gram, with the federal government under­ 
writing $31 billion. Most of the federal gov­ 
ernment’s contribution, under the Presi­ 
dent’s plan, would be met by special gov­ 
ernment-guaranteed bonds. These would 
be retired over a 30-year period with re­ 
ceipts from federal gasoline tax collections 
and would not be included in tabulating the 
national debt. 
If the road program is to be met by cur­ 
rent taxes, the President argues, an in­ 
crease in the federal gasoline tax will be 
inescapable. 
The Senate, by a heavy majority on May 
25, rejected the President’s proposal in fa­ 
vor of a bill by Senator Gore of Tennessee 
to spend $18 billion in five years on a pay- 
as-you go basis. The House also is reported 
to be leading toward the pay-as-you-drive 
program. 
Some action by Congress to expand road 
building seems inevitable. Soaring wage 
costs present the real problem, of course. 
Enormous amounts are being collected in 
state and federal gasoline taxes, but cost of 
road construction is four times the figure 
of 15 years ago. 


THAT COLLEGE DECISION 
WHAT GOOD is a college education? 
Which course of study shall I pursue? 
Those are some of the questions that thou* 
. sands of recent high school graduates are 
asking themselves at this time of the year. 
Many know definitely what they expect 
to get from college. Some want special 
training so that they can become success­ 
ful lawyers or doctors; others want to be 
engineers, architects or chemists. S o m e 
will pursue agricultural studies or the pro­ 
fession of journalism. 
However, thousands of graduates have 
not decided about their courses of study. 
These boys and girls do mot feel the urge 
of a special calling. Probably, parents will 
select the college and choose the curricu­ 
lum. 
Some of this uncertainty of mind must 
be blamed on the educational system of our 
country. Although it is the finest in the 
world, frequently it does not develop ini­ 
tiative or stimulate self expression. 
The encouragement of hobbies and of in­ 
dividual interests in special kinds of study 
might awaken dormant enthusiasms in 
these uncertain” students. 
There are so many fields of specialized 
activity today and so much to be done, that 
boys and girls need not worry about what 
they can do. The choice is theirs, the world 
is their oyster.

George E. Sokolsky’s 
These Days 


William Graham Summer wisely stated 
the case against unrealiteis which become 
political problems when he said: 
. . . The whole* metod of abstract spec­ 
ulation on political topics Is vicious. It is 
easy; it is easier to imagine a new world 
than to learn to know this one; it is eas­ 
ier to embark on speculations based on a 
few broad assumptions than it is to study 
the history of states and institutions; it is 
easier to catch up a popular dogma than 
it is to analyze it to see wheher it is true 
or not. All this leads to confusion, to the 
admission of phrases and platitudes, to 
much disputing but little gain in the pros­ 
perity of nations.” 
This is one of the problems with which 
the great gentlemen who meet a Geneva 
must deal. They are faced by a series of 
unrealities in which their own peoples and 
most of the peoples of the world have 
somehow come to believe. 
For instance, the rights of weak and 
backward nations, selfdetermination as 
Woodrow Wilson put it, are unrealities. 
Weak and backward nations live today, as 
they always have lived, by the consent of 
the strong powers until, for one or another 
historic reason, they themselves become 
strong. Belgium, for example, can only be 
a free nation, as long as its protectors are 
able to defend it. Twice Germany has de­ 
monstrated that Belgium cannot success­ 
fully be defended. Had Germany won eith­ 
er World War I or World War II, Belgium 
would have become a state within the Ger­ 
man Empire. 
Many intelligent persons in most coun­ 
tries believe that colonialism is unjust. But 
when they employ the term, colonialism, 
they are thinking of the 19th Century, rath­ 
er than in terms of the middle of the 20th 
Century. By colonialism they mean the 
possession or domination of a weak and 
backward country such as India by a pow­ 
erful economic and military empire such 
as Great Britain. While remnants of such 
empires continue to exist, the general trend 
in that category has been one of recession. 
The 
old 
colonialism 
was, 
generally 
speaking, expansion by seapower and ex­ 
ploitation by commerce and capital in­ 
vestment. The new colonialism, as pract­ 
iced by Soviet Russia and Red China, is 
the expansion of political and geographi­ 
cal boundaries and the adsorption of ex­ 
isting countries into the Soviet Universal 
State by their conversion into Marxist na­ 
tions. 
The constant quarrel with Great Britain 
and France over the remnants of their co­ 
lonial empires is an emphasis on the in­ 
significant compared with the vast growth 
of the new colonialism in the Soviet Univer­ 
sal State which has since 1938 increased 
its population from 180,000,000 to approxi­ 
mately 900,000,000 souls. As a matter of 
reality, India could be included to the ex­ 
tent that its sympathies lie with the Soviet 
Universal State although its declarations 
are for neutrality. 
Another unreality that is generally ac­ 
cepted as a true condition is the assump­ 
tion that peace is not war. The Cold War 
should have convinced the world that war 
is of many devices in the current practice. 
For instance, all the announcements of new 
weapons, of expansion of atomic and hy­ 
drogen bombs, of great explosions which 
are supposed to be secret but are photo­ 
graphed and the pictures given universal 
currency are new methods of warefare.

Dr. Hullinger, who stands a 
bent 5 feet 9 inches and weighs 
a dwindling 150 pounds, ha. ha­ 
zel eyes, comes from Clinton, 
Iowa, and says the American 
Medical Assn. 
has 
designated 
bim as the nation's oldest prac­ 
t i c e nhysicinn. 
He has been a fine Ice skater, 
doesn’t take pills himself, hasn’t 
been sick since he was a youth. 
The doctor, whose prescription 
for longevity is based on daily 
exercise 
and 
abstinence 
from 
bad habits, is m arried to a for­ 
m er nurse, age 36, 
Here in part is his life story 
in his own words: 
“ I was born Dec. 7, 1860 
I 
lived 62 years with my first wife. 
She died of the rheumatism of 
old age the 
13th 
of January, 
1952. She was three years young­ 
er than I. 


“ Before I went into medicine, 
I was a principal of schools. She 
was a teacher under me. 
She 
was a good girl and I married 
her and kept her. 
“ Mother lived to be 92 years 
and died of natural causes. 
“ What really kills most people 
did you ask? Bad habits. I never 
used tobacco, liquor, coffee or 
tea. 
“ How can you stay young? 
Well, exercise. I have a garden 
and when I come in from it I 
have an appetite that can take 
on a dead cat. Never tried to eat 
a live cat. 
“Sleep? I sleep six 
to eight 
hours a day. Yes, lately I have 
been taking a nap. 
“ I started practicing medicine 
on foot, then I got a 
bicycle, 
then a horse and buggy. I wore 
out two horses, then in 1904 I 
got a one-lung Cadillac. S i n c e 
then I wore out 23 cars. I had 
13 Maxwells, C h r y s l e r s and 
Plymouths—oh, yes, and a Chev- 
vie—and now I drive a Ford. 
“ Babies? I delivered 13 babies 
before I was out of medical 
school. I delivered a baby just 
last week. I never lost a moth­ 
er. I have lost a few babies. 
“ I’m a firm believer in the 
Christian religion. I think God 


has given me this time to do 
charitable work. 
‘The 
most 
charitable 
thing 
I’ve done is to tell single girls 
who came and shook money at 
me and asked for abortions: ‘Go 
ahead and have your child, re­ 
gardless of money, and I w i l l 
place the child in a good home.’

Endanger His Own Life

IT doesn’t always pay to be a 
hero, but if you must be one, you 
should a t least know how to go 
about it. 
With millions of Americans a t 
our beaches this Summer there 
are going to be many drownings. 
I t’s distressing, but it’s a fact. 
Discounting boating accidents, 
most drownings will occur within 
a short distance of the shore. 
Usually, many people 
witness 
such tragedies. You m ight be one 
of them. 
Specicd Training 
We all adm ire gallantry and 
despise cowardice. But before you 
go dashing into 
effect a 
heroic 
better consider a few things^ 
' W ithout special training in 
making rescues, swimming to a 
person’s aid can be dangerous for 
you. It usually requires a skilled 
approach, hold and carry to com­ 
plete the operation. 
Don't Strike Him 
Despite common belief, it does 
little good to strike a struggling 
drowning person to bring him to 
his senses. In fact, such action is 
inadvisable.

Don’t try swimming to the res­ 
cue fully clothed. Thus, it’s going 
to take you a little time to dis­ 
robe. And it’s going to take more 
time to approach the victim. 
Popular Fallacy 
In considering all this, remem ­ 
ber there is little chance of sav­ 
ing a victim who has been under 
water for more than five or six 
minutes. And again, contrary to 
popular opinion, a drowning vic­ 
tim does not regularly come to 
the surface three tim es before 
going down for the last time. 
In short, it’s risky to swim out 
to rescue a drowning person. 
You’ve got to get back to shore, 
just keep th at in mind. Weigh the 
chances of successfully com plet­ 
ing the rescue and then compare 
them with the risk before you 
attem pt it. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
K. G. M.: W hat are the symp­ 
toms of spastic colitis? 
Answer: Spastic colitis causes 
irregular attacks of alternate 
constipation and diarrhea. Fre­ 
quently, there is excessive gas in 
the bowel and mild pains in the 
abdomen. An X -ray examination 
is helpful in m aking a diagnosis.

There’s nothing like wood to 
give an “elegant sense to life,” ac­ 
cording to one of the nation’s lead­ 
ing architects. Ralph Walker, New 
York architect and past president 
of the 
American 
Institute of 
Architects, called for a greater use 
of wood in schools, homes, and 
auditoriums. He said that the “in­ 
herent beauty of wood is apparent 
from seeing it, feeling it, and 
sometimes even from smelling it.” 
Walker urged that the lumber 
industry work closely with archi­ 
tects “to help us get fine finishes 
in homes.” 
“No one,” the architect ob­ 
served, “cares about the past of a 
piece of steel or a lamp bulb. Only 
wood becomes a beloved antique. 
Only wood can be so beautiful in 
its natural quality that you want 
to touch it.” 
Citing the long life of medieval 
Japanese wooden houses and tem ­ 
ples, and of wood windows in 
houses dating from pre-Shakes- 
pearean 
E n g lan d , 
W a lk e r 
squelched the idea that wood is 
“less permanent” that other m ate­ 
rials. 
Wood Proves ‘Durable* 
“Wood,” he said, “is one of the 
most durable building materials. 
Four and five hundred years ago, 
the Japanese did nothing to the 
wood. They permitted it to weath­ 
er. and many buildings are still in 
excellent condition.” 
Today, the architect pointed out, 
wood’s durability and good service 
are increased by man-made treat­ 
ments, such as better paints and 
other finishes. He singled out wood 
window's and exterior panel doors. 
These are generally made of pon­ 
derosa pine, a strong, light wood 
which is treated with a w ater-re­ 
pellent, preservative chemical so­ 
lution. This treatment helps win­ 
dow's open easily without sticking, 
and close tightly, without rattling 
loosely in the frame or letting in 
air and dust. 
White Kitchen Out 
Walker predicted an end “very 
shortly” to the design concept that 
“everything smooth is delightful.” 
Even now, he said, the “cold white 
laboratory kind of kitchen is being 
rapidly replaced by warm friendly 
kitchens in which wood is used 
generously.” 
The wood grain in such common 
household articles as pine kitchen 
cabinets “appeals to our instinc­ 
tive feeling for pattern.. .. We get 
bored pretty quickly with any­ 
thing that presents an unbroken 
area of plain white or any other 
color. Wood has the warmth and 
surface interest that make us love 
it a1) the more as it gets older,” 
the architect said. 


DON’T , . . glue the end grain 
of wood carelessly, since it’s high­ 
ly absorbent and should have a 
second coat of glue after the first 
one has become tacky. 


Shower Curtains 
M a y Have Effect On 
Humidity In House 


Houses, like closed automobiles 
in sun-baked parking lots, can be 
Intolerable 
heat 
traps 
in 
hot 
weather. The way most of our 
houses are designed and built, the 
materials used in them, even the 
way we use 
our homes, 
make 
Summer cooling a pretty compli­ 
cated problem. 
It seems that we just 
can’t 
say “ Let’s air condition,” 
un­ 
less we are prepared to pay 
unnecessary operating costs for 
a house not ready for efficient 
air conditioning. The 
color of 
Uhe roof, the size and location 
of windows, trees in the yard, 
the amount of breeze 
through 
the attic, even the material we 
use for a shower curtain can 
mean many dollars in the fam­ 
ily budget when we try to make 
a house cool. 
I Don’t think a bathroom shower 
curtain has nothing to do w'ith 
comfort in the living room: A lit­ 
tle thing like that has baffled en­ 
gineers. Here is an interesting ad­ 
venture with a wet shower cur­ 
tain. 
A homeow'ner complained 
that 
his air conditioned house was too 
hot during the morning, but per­ 
fectly cool in the afternoon when 
the outside temperature soared to 
IOO degrees. Tests showed abnor­ 
mal humidity in this house 
im­ 
mediately after 8 a. rn. Humidity, 
of course, bas a lot to do with keep­ 
ing cool. The drier the air, the 
warmer you can stand it.

WELL, THE engineers f o u n d 
that a canvas shower curtain re­ 
mained soaked after the family’s 
morning baths. It took all morn­ 
ing for the curtain to dry — by 
evaporating its moisture through­ 
out the house. As soon as a non­ 
absorbent plastic c u r t a i n was 
substituted, the p r o b l e m was 
solved. 
Keeping heat out of your house 
is the most important step toward 
keeping the place cool. This is the 
conclusion of the University of Il­ 
linois 
Small 
H o m e s 
Council, 
which has issued a comprehensive 
bulletin on Summer comfort. 
“If the sun’s rays,” says this 
study, “can 
be kept off the 
walls, glass areas, and the roof, 
and if the hot outdoor air can 
be kept from penetrating th e 
house, the indoor temperature 
can be 
more 
easily 
held 
in 
check. Shading the house and the 
use of other sun controls (roof 
overhangs,. sun screens, louv­ 
ers) are the principal means of 
protecting the house from 
the 
sun’s rays.” 
Shade trees to protect windows 
and roof on the south and west 
sides of a house are stressed in 
another booklet “ Practical Point­ 
ers on Home Air Conditioning”. 
Tree-shaded walls are only slight­ 
ly warmer than the outside air, 
but walls unprotected from th e 
sun run temperatures of 135 de­ 
grees and more. Unshaded 
roof 
temperatures have been recorded 
from 140 to 180 degrees, with at­ 
tic temperatures as high as 150. 
So insulation and plenty of it 
becomes a must whether you at­ 
tempt to cool your house w i t h 
fans or with air conditioning. A 
new book, “ Insulate and Air Con­ 
dition Your Home” , cites c a s e 
studies to show that adequate in­ 
sulation can reduce the first cost 
and operation of home air condi­ 
tioning by as much as 50 per cent.

as much as six inches of mineral 
wool insulation in the floor of an 
attic. Conklin is a former builder 
and Watkins is an air condition­ 
ing engineer and associate editor 
of a leading building magazine. 
Their contention seems logical 
especially in view' of the inevit­ 
able 
settlement 
encountered in 
l o o s e 
insulating 
materials. 
A 
house may have four inches of in­ 
sulation when it is built, but with­ 
in a few years this may 
settle 
down to two inches. 
Roof color is another matter. A 
white roof, or one of pink, yellow 
or other light shades, will bounce 
back as much as 50 per cent of the 
sun’s heat, 
say the experts. A 
black roof will reflect only about 
5 per cent of the heat. But while 
a white roof is cooler in summer, 
a blaek roof is warmer in winier. 
Maybe someone will soon invent 
seasonal slip covers for our roofs.

It is doubtful whether this issue 
will be raised at Geneva, although 
it was once raised by an Ameri­ 
can Secretary of State, Bainbridge 
Colby.

possibility of outlawing the equally 
deadly weapon of penetration. It

Data Stresses 


Higher Costs 
In Longer Plan 


Insurance Firm's 
Experts Say Many 
Do Not Understand 


A research branch of one of the 
nation’s big insurance firms has 
figured that, for each $1,000 he 
borrows to build or buy a home, 
a veteran must pay back over 
$1,820 on the 30-year GI or FUA 
plan. 
The figures were compiled by 
the Family Economics 
Bureau 
of 
the Northwestern 
National 
Life Insurance Company. Calcu­ 
lations by the company’s statis­ 
ticians are of timely importance 
here 
because 
of 
Circleville’s 
steady growth, with a proportion­ 
ate increase in new-home con­ 
struction. 
According to the economics bu­ 
reau, noteworthy details 
include 
the following: 
On a $10,000 loan the GI can save 
himself over $3,000 by paying it off 
on a 20-year schedule instead of 
at the 30-year rate. His payments 
will be only about $12.50 a month 
higher. He can arrange to pay off 
at

even 
though he now has a 30-year mort­ 
gage, the bureau points out. 
* * • 
FEW YOUNG 
h o m e 
buyers 
seem to realize that the 
easier 
their payment program , the more 
they must actually pay for their 
home, says the bureau’s report. 
Even the current modest inter­ 
est rate of 4Vs per cent adds up to 
a lot of money over a long term : 
Each $1,000 of down payment the 
couple can manage to put up will 
save them over $800 of interest pay­ 
ments on a 30-year program, or 
more than $500 interest on the 20- 
year schedule. 
If they sell their house IO years 
after purchase, the couple can ex­ 
pect to have about three times as 
much net equity in it if they have 
been paying at the 20-year rate, 
as they would have if payments 
had been made on the 30-y e a r 
schedule. 
On a $10,000 deal, all borrow­ 
ed, they would have paid 
off 
approximately $2,000 of principal 
in IO years under a 
30-year 
schedule, compared with $3,900 
if payments bad been made on 
a 20-year schedule; thus if a IO 
per cent depreciation occurred 
in the sales value of the prop­ 
erty over the 10-year period, the 
net equity 
would 
be 
approxi­ 
mately $1,000 under the 30-year 
plan, compared to $2,900 on a 20- 
year payment program.

their home will yield the average 
couple bigger returns than

other correspondingly safe invest­ 
ment they could make, the bureau 
report concludes.
